ever shall sell, or offer far sale, the game as an ar- 
ticle of foed, shal], on eogviction thereof, be n- 


fined in the county jail not exereding one year, or 
fined not exoceding $1,000, or beth. 


To make or sell or offer for gale, as an article 
of food, any dcleaginous article or compound 
designed to take the place of butter or cheese,” 
is punishable by fine and imprisonment in Mis- 
souri, unless the said article is ‘produced from 
pure, unadulterated milk or cream of the same,”
